Now letany Man go through Scotland, 
and fet me afide the Facobite (profels’dly 
(6) Nobility and Genery, and the Tenants, 
that #, Slaves of{uch whom they compel.to 
Worthip what God or Devil they pleafe, 
and to own what Method or Way of Wor-

King of France or Czar of Mufcovy ever 
had his Subje&ts at moreAbfoluteCommand, 
and Exercifed over them more Arbitrary 
Government, than the Highland aad other 
Gentlemen of Scotland do over their Te- 
nants and Vaffils; or ever abj & Slaves 
paid a more S:bmifive Obedience to a 
Tyrant, than thefe poor People do to their 
Mofters and Lairds. 

Lbave been often afk’d hy the Heads of 
our Adminiftratioa in England, 2; well paft 
as prevent, if there was ao Way ‘0 seduce 
thefe Superiorities in Scotland, t» deftroy 
the Vaffalage of the People, aud fet them 
entirely free ?
